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Death 

crash 
fear on

AN ESTATE owner is 
worried that someone 
could be killed next 
time a car crashes 
through his wall. 

A young woman driver 
escaped serious injury after 
her car rolled over in a crash 
which demolished a section 
of wall at Chippenham Park, 
near Newmarket, at the 
weekend. 

Eustace Crawley, whose wife 
Anne inherited the park 25 years 
ago, said the crash was the sixth 
to have damaged the 300-year- 
old wall in the past year. 

“The girl who was driving in 
the latest crash was very lucky 
not to have been killed,” he said.

Police said the driver in the 
latest accident, which happened 
on Friday evening, was taken to 
West Suffolk Hospital in Bury St 
Edmunds for a check up, but she 
is believed to have escaped with 
bruising. 

Mr Crawley said: “About six 
months ago we flagged this up 
with the parish council and they 
contacted the highway authority. 
But they said they couldn’t do 
anything about it. It’s very 
frustrating. 

“There should be better signs 
warning people about the bends. 
Something needs to be done 
before someone gets killed.

“If that happens we will be very 
unhappy and their family will be 
very unhappy, but it won’t be our 
fault.” 

He said there were at least two 
other incidents in the past year in 
which cars had spun around in the 
road without hitting the wall, or 
had grazed the wall without 
knocking it down. 

Repairs to the wall, which is part 
of a listed building, have cost 
thousands of pounds but most of 
the cost has been recovered from 
drivers’ insurance. 


The latest damage will cost 
around £2,500 to repair.

Mr Crawley said there was often 
up to 200 cattle grazing behind the 
wall in the park. 

“If they got out the chaos would 
be frightful,” he said. 

Mr Crawley said he had con¬ 
tacted the parish council again 
together with a district and county 
councillor. 

fames Broad, chairman of 
Chippenham Parish Council, said: 
“We’re in this Catch 22 situation 
where, because there haven’t been 
any serious injuries or fatalities, the 
problem doesn’t show up on the 
county council’s accident figures. 

“But we would argue it’s a 
dangerous road and they need to 
do something before there’s a 
serious accident. 

“It’s a dilemma and I really do 
feel for Mr and Mrs Crawley and 
we’re trying to support them.” 

A spokesman for Cambridge¬ 
shire County Council said: “We 
have no record of any previous 
correspondence from the parish 
council on this issue. 

“But if the owner would like to 
make his concerns known to us, we 
will look into the situation.”

Latest advice is to 
avoid pan fire risks 


FIREFIGHTERS have warned 
householders against trying to 
tackle chip pan fires. 

Latest advice given by fire safety 
experts is to switch off the power 
and call the fire service. 

Previous advice was to use a 
damp cloth to smother the flames. 
But due to the risks involved, people 
are now being told to turn off the 
gas or electricity, leave the house 
and await the arrival of fire crews. 

After giving a demonstration at 
Newmarket fire station of what 
happens when water is added to a 


blazing chip pan, fohn Clouting, 
Suffolk community fire safety 
officer, said: “Most people have 
insurance and can get their kitchen 
replaced, but it’s not so easy to 
replace the skin on your arms.” 

Across the country 10,000 people 
are hurt in chip pan or frying pan 
fires every year. In one incident in 
the Newmarket area a man suffered 
burns to his wrists and chest while 
trying to tackle a chip pan fire. 

The safety advice coincides with 
national chip week. 

Interim deputy chief fire officer 
Gary Phillips said: “Chip pan fires 


are still the biggest cause of acci¬ 
dental, non-fatal casualties in the 
home and it only takes an un¬ 
expected interruption such as a 
phone call or someone at the door 
for you to take your mind off it and 
for events to get out of control. 

“Wherever possible, people 
should use thermostatically con¬ 
trolled fryers with secure lids. 
Where open fryers are used they 
must be given people’s full atten¬ 
tion.”

Colleges offer advice on finances 


FOR some college stud¬ 
ents, it’s not their studies 
that cause them a head¬ 
ache, but their finances. 

As part of our Barclays 
Money Skills campaign to 
help readers make the 
most of their money, we 
found out how students 
can get help and advice. 

Further education coll¬ 
eges employ staff to pro¬ 
vide advice to students on 
their grants and entitle¬ 
ments, such as the edu¬ 
cational maintenance 
allowance (EMA). 

The EMA, worth £30 a 
week and based on att¬ 
endance, is for 16 to 18- 


m 

year-olds who come from 
a household whose in¬ 
come was less than 
£30,810 in the previous 
tax year. 

There is an adult ver¬ 
sion for students aged 19 
and over and that is dep¬ 
endent on their income. 
They receive £30 a week if 
their income was less 
than £19,500 in the pre¬ 


vious tax year. 

Yvonne Boyce, the fin¬ 
ancial support manager 
at Cambridge Regional 
College, said: “Anybody 
who might find it difficult 
to get to college because 
of financial reasons is our 
customer. 

“We have 1,300 stud¬ 
ents who get the EMA. 
Attendance is strictly 
monitored and there are 
two £100 bonuses - one 
when they come back 
after Christmas and one 
in fuly when they have 
finished their course.” 

Some students can also 
qualify for money award¬ 


ed under the govern¬ 
ment’s Discretionary 
Learner Support Fund, 
administered by the 
Learning and Skills Coun¬ 
cil. It provides support in 
exceptional cases for 
learners aged 16 and over. 
Each college distributes 
money on the basis of 
individual students’ 
needs. 

All colleges should be 
able to offer advice on 
students’ entitlements. In 
some cases tuition fees 
can be waived to help 
students pursue a course 
that they might otherwise 
not have embarked upon.

Ageing pony’s 
sight is restored 


A BLIND pony has had his sight 
restored by experts at an animal 
charity 

Eye specialists at the Animal Health 
Trust’s headquarters at Kentford, near 
Newmarket, have removed cataracts 
from Welsh pony Morris after he was 
rescued by another charity. 

Morris was found neglected in a yard 
near Norwich two years ago and was 
taken to the Horse Rescue Fund’s 
centre at Beccles. 

An appeal was launched to pay for 
operations on his eyes and more than 
£5,000 was collected by the end of last 
year. 

He underwent one operation at the 
Animal Health Trust in November 
2008. A cataract was removed and a 
synthetic lens was fitted to his eye. 

Now he has just undergone a second 
operation on the other eye to remove

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the other cataract, but a new lens was 
not needed in the second eye. 

A shortfall in the fund-raising was 
made up from the trust’s deserving 
cases fund. 

Sue Albone, of the Horse Rescue 
Fund, said: “People have been very 
generous. We almost raised enough 
money to give Morris full sight so I 
contacted the AHT to see if there was 
any way they could help.” 

David Donaldson, head of equine 
ophthalmology at the AHT, said: “The 
deserving cases fund was started by 
the AHT’s Ophthalmology team and 
cases like Morris show just how 
important it is. 

“Being able to offer our skills and 
experience to other animal charities is 


very rewarding because often the 
animals they’re looking after are the 
ones who have been treated badly and 
so desperately need our help. We’re 
pleased we’re able to improve their 
lives.” 

Morris, at the grand age of 41, is now 
enjoying his twilight years and could 
be rehomed as a companion pony. 

Sue Albone said: “We’re very grateful 
to the AHT for their help. Morris hasn’t 
had a great time over the last few years 
but now he has his sight back he’s 
reforming into a very cheeky chappy. 
Without the AHT, he’d still be blind and 
his future would look very bleak.”

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A MAJOR building project is 
under way to save Anglesey 
Abbey's historic Lode Mill. 

Engineers are fighting to save 
one of the last working flour mills 
in England after it started to flood. 
The usually dry pit, which has 
housed the 9ft iron grinding wheel 
for nearly 300 years, has started 
buckling, letting in water. 

The mill has been using water 
from the Quy to churn local grain 
into flour and oatmeal since it was 
built in 1745, and now sells enough 
flour to make 2,000 loaves of bread 
a month. 

A full-scale rescue plan was 
launched by the National Trust, 
which poured £50,000 into the 
project, but there are fears this 
budget will not be sufficient to 
fund the mammoth construction 
work needed to save the building. 

“At this time we have no idea 
whether the money from the trust 
will be enough to save the mill,” 
says the mill steward, Andrew 
Durham. 

“Over time, water has scoured 
away some of the mortar in the 
foundation walls and dislodged 
some of the bricks, making holes in 
the walls, so water is just pouring 
through at the moment. 

“We began to see the scale of the 
problems when I unblocked a 
drain and water came rushing in 
faster than we could drain it out. 
These leaks are also threatening 
the milling machinery, some of 
which has been shifted out of pos¬ 
ition. If it goes untreated it could 
just completely collapse.” 

Teams on the site, including a 
specialist mill restoration firm, 
Dorothea Restoration, are working 
against time to repair the damage 
and prevent further collapse. 

The work, which will last six 
weeks, means the mill will be 
closed to the public while it is 
dammed, the water in the mill 
drained and silt removed, before 
engineers and builders can 
properly assess the extent of the 
damage.

ager from T Butler and Sons, the 
local building company tasked 
with making the mill dry again, 
says: “The first priority is to stop 
the water getting in where it 
shouldn’t and then after that we’ll 
be able to get underneath the mill 
and see what’s really going on.” 

“We’re working very closely with 
the building team from the 
National Trust to make sure 
everything’s being done to the 
highest standards and in the best 
interest of this lovely old building.” 

The mill, which runs only on 
water and gravity, is near Anglesey 
Abbey, a Jacobean house built on a 
medieval priory with spectacular 
gardens, rare 1930s furniture and a 
13th century crypt. 

Mr Durham says: “Lode was part 
of that golden age of the Industrial 
Revolution. There are very few old, 


working mills left any more that 
can show how we developed the 
technology we use today.” 

It is hoped the work will be done 
by next month, when the mill 
should grind back into life once 
more and welcome visitors back - 
with a few new surprises. 

“We have been working on a 
new display area on the top floor,” 
says Mr Durham. “Visitors will be 
able to have a go at grinding the 
flour themselves. 

“What we want people to realise 
is that it’s not just about saving 
historical buildings like castles, it is 
about preserving our industrial 
heritage as well. Allowing Lode to 
close would be a total disaster.”

Ahmed, a London borough 
councillor. The Liberal 
Democrats have yet to 
announce their candidate. 

Cllr Appleby, a horsebox 
driver who lives at St Albans, 
off Fordham Road, New¬ 
market, said: “I am standing 
as an independent, not least 
so I can be unfettered by 
political ties and act as a 
local man who will represent 
local interests. 

“I have become increas¬ 
ingly disenchanted with 
party politics. 

“As an independent I do 
not have to toe party lines 


nor be mere lobby fodder. I 
can vote and speak for 
sensible policies and against 
nonsensical ones. 

“I think people are fed up 
with party politics.” 

He said that he would 
celebrate his 58th birthday 
on May 13 - one of the dates 
suggested for the election. 

He has been working on 
his manifesto since the end 
of last year and his policies 
include a limit on immi¬ 
gration and tighter 
regulation for financial 
institutions. 


Drivers to be warned on noisy exhausts 


DRIVERS with noisy exhausts 
face a police crackdown. 

Officers with the roads 
policing unit covering the 
west of Suffolk, including the 
Newmarket and Haverhill 
areas, are testing a new noise 
meter which could lead to the 
Suffolk force buying a 
number of similar devices for 
use across the county. 


Temporary Sergeant Paul 
Stock, from the Bury St 
Edmunds unit, said: “Many 
motor vehicle enthusiasts 
modify their exhausts 
without realising just how 
loud they’re making them, 
and we receive regular 
complaints about noisy 
vehicles. 

“At present 16 of the 


county’s 30 Safer Neigh¬ 
bourhood Teams have prior¬ 
ities involving some sort of 
anti-social vehicle use that 
they are working on with 
partners and the community. 

“Loud exhausts can disrupt 
the lives of people living near 
where motor vehicle 
enthusiasts meet and can 
increase the perception of 


cars speeding, so we have 
taken the meter out to those 
places to demonstrate to 
drivers just how noisy their 
cars are and the impact they 
have on other people.” 

He said drivers would be 
given warnings at first. But on 
the spot fines of £30 and 
court prosecutions could 
follow.

Authority pledge to 
keep police numbers 


COUNCIL tax payers 
in Cambridgeshire will 
pay 2.95 per cent more 
- a typical increase of 
just under £5 - for 
policing services next 
year. 

Cambridgeshire Police 
Authority said it was 
committed to maintaining 
police officer and police 
community support officer 
(PCSO) numbers at 
existing levels in 2010-11 
and had delivered a 
“balanced” budget. There 
are currently 1,404 officers 
and 196 PCSOs in the 
county. 
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Members unanimously 
approved the £130 million 
budget at a full meeting of 
the authority after months 
of discussions on potential 
efficiency savings. 

The increase in its 
precept means the average 
Band D household will see 
the policing share of the 
council tax bill rise from 
£164.70 to £169.56, up by 
£4.86. The rise was capped 
by the Government at 3 per 
cent. 


Ruth Rogers, chair of the 
authority, said: “Significant 
efficiencies have been 
made and in each of the 
past three years the budget 
we have set has afforded 
no growth, but has 
provided enough to con¬ 
tinue current levels of 
service. 

“The national financial 
situation beyond April 
2011 is unclear. 

“A general election will 
take place in May or fune 
and at some point after 
that, the public sector, 
including policing, will 
learn its fate. 

“It could be as late as 


November/December this 
year that we are given an 
indication of funding for 
2011/2012. 

“This budget provides 
sufficient resource for 
maintaining the current 
level of service but we 
expect even more challeng¬ 
ing times ahead. 

“It is inevitable that 
services will be stretched as 
demands increase but 
protecting frontline ser¬ 
vices is a priority for the 
police authority.” 

The authority pointed to 
a cumulative loss in 
government grants of £18.6 
million in seven years, and 


the expectation that the 
Government would limit 
any precept rise to 3 per 
cent, as reasons why there 
was “no room” for extra 
policing services. 

About 65 per cent of 
police funding comes from 
central government but 
this percentage is falling, 
leading to an increased 
contribution from council 
tax payers. 

Cambridgeshire has the 
fourth lowest number of 
police officers and the sixth 
lowest number of support 
staff per head of 
population in the country. 
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Van owner in plea for 
return of family snaps

AN amateur photog¬ 
rapher has made a 
heartfelt plea for the 
return of irreplaceable 
family snaps stolen in a 
raid on his van. 

David Carter’s £600 Canon 
camera and £150 flash were 
taken when thieves emptied 
his van on Saturday, February 
13, also stealing power tools 
worth almost £2,500. 

But David, who needs the 
tools for his job as a bath¬ 
room fitter, said his main 
concern was retrieving the 
images on the camera, given 
to him by his father Graeme 
shortly before he died of 
cancer in August 2008. 

David, 29, who lives in 
Burwell with his wife, 20- 
month-old son and 8-year- 
old stepdaughter, said: “The 
camera’s memory chip has all 
the family photos that I’d 
taken over Christmas. 

“They’re no use to anyone 
else, but these are precious 
memories for my family and 
it’s terrible they’ve now been 
lost. 

“I had been taking some 
pictures of my work for a 
website, so I’d stupidly left the 
camera in my van and then 
the break-in happened. 

“My insurer won’t be 
paying out, so it’s really going 
to affect my work. I’m having 
to borrow tools just to keep 
going and can’t afford to 
replace them for a while.” 

He added: “It’s also 
sickening to lose that camera 
which my dad gave to me. 

“But the worst part is losing 



those pictures as those mo¬ 
ments won’t happen again. 

“It would be nice to have 
my camera back, but if that’s 
not going to happen, then 


just the pictures would be 
good.” 

The raid took place in Mill 
Lane, Burwell, on the Satur¬ 
day night or Sunday morning.

Wards are still affected 
by winter sickness virus 


RESTRICTED visiting hours are still in 
place in three wards at a hospital hit by an 
outbreak of the winter vomiting virus. 

West Suffolk Hospital, Bury St 
Edmunds, which treats patients from the 
Newmarket area, was closed to most 
visitors last month because of the highly 
contagious norovirus. 

Normal visiting arrangements have 
now been reintroduced across most 
wards after the outbreak of the highly 
contagious diarrhoea and vomiting virus 
subsided. 

But patients are still displaying 
symptoms of the virus in wards G3, G4 
and F10, which will be open to visitors 
only between 7pm and 8pm. 

Dr Caroline Barker, infection control 
doctor at the hospital, said: “As norovirus 
is so contagious, we are continuing to 
take extra precautions on the affected 
wards for the benefit of both our patients 
and their visitors. 


“We are still asking anyone who comes 
to the hospital to use antimicrobial 
handrub, which is available in the foyer, 
when arriving or leaving the building. In 
addition, please wash your hands with 
soap and water when arriving or leaving 
the wards as this will help protect both 
you and our patients. 

“As ever, we would urge anyone who is 
feeling unwell, or has had diarrhoea or 
vomiting during the past 72 hours, to stay 
away until they have fully recovered. 

“We appreciate that the restrictions on 
visiting which were put in place to help 
bring the virus under control might have 
been frustrating for people, and would 
like to thank everyone once more for their 
patience and co-operation during this 
time.” 

Visitors are advised to contact the 
hospital switchboard on (01284) 713000 
before leaving home for the latest 
information.

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Police 
op sees 
lorries 
seized 

MORE than 20 veh¬ 
icles were seized in 
a joint operation by 
the police and gov¬ 
ernment agencies. 

Three lorries 
were among the 
vehicles held in the 
day of action just 
off the A14. 

More than 130 
drivers were stop¬ 
ped in Operation 
Utah, which invol¬ 
ved 40 police offi¬ 
cers from Suffolk, 
Cambridgeshire, 
Essex, Bedfordshire, 
Hertfordshire and 
Norfolk as well as 
the Vehicle and 
Operator Services 
Agency (VOSA), 
DVLA, UK Border 
Agency and HM 
Revenue and Cus¬ 
toms. 

Automated num¬ 
ber plate recog¬ 
nition technology 
was used by police 
officers to stop sus¬ 
picious vehicles 
and escort them to 
a specially cordon¬ 
ed off central site. 

Suffolk police 
issued 32 fixed pen¬ 
alty notices for 
offences including 
no insurance, no 
MOT, using a mob¬ 
ile phone while 
driving and seatbelt 
related offences. A 
further 10 drivers 
were also reported 
for traffic offences 
and two arrests 
were made, one for 
an outstanding 
warrant and one for 
driving licence 
offences. 

VOSA issued 88 
advisory notices for 
defects and offen¬ 
ces, 23 delayed 
prohibitions and 24 
immediate prohib¬ 
itions. Depending 
upon the severity of 
the defect and the 
notice issued, the 
vehicle may not 
have been allowed 
to be driven again 
until a fault had 
been rectified. 

The UK Border 
Agency was also 
able to recover 
outstanding fines 
worth over £6,000. 

Chief Inspector 
Mike Bacon, of Suff¬

£70,000 revamp 
for kids’ play area 


A POPULAR children’s

The project was awarded a 
grant of £50,000 from the 
Government-backed Play 
Builder scheme and funding 
was also obtained from the 
Suffolk County Council cor¬ 
porate regeneration fund. 

Cllr Lisa Chambers, who 
represents Newmarket and Red 
Lodge on Suffolk County 
Council, has also contributed 
£1,000 towards the project from 
her locality budget. 


Cllr Keith Bovill, who chairs 
the town council’s leisure 
services committee, said: “This 
is the only town centre play area 
that has secured this funding in 
Suffolk.” 

The project will include 
toddler and junior areas also 
suitable for disabled access with 
inclusive equipment. 

Volunteers will also carry out 
refurbishment of the swings, 
seesaw and other existing 
equipment which is not being 
replaced. 

A new sensory garden is 
being designed and planted by 


the Newmarket in Bloom group. 

Six of the town’s schools are 
also taking part in a sunflower 
challenge for the pupil whose 
sunflower is the tallest after 12 
weeks of growing. 

They planted the seeds in 
pots at a special session in the 
Memorial Hall last week and the 
flowers will be planted out in 
the gardens when they are big 
enough. 

The official opening for the 
refurbished play area is due to 
be on March 27 when there will 
be a number of free activities for 
children.

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Fraudster jailed 
for shares scam

A COMPANY boss behind a 
share scam that cost in¬ 
vestors nearly £1.9 million 
has been jailed for two years 
and nine months. 

Robert Scott, 64, had assured 
worried investors by saying: “You 
can trust me, I’m a born-again 
Christian.” 

Scott, of Fitzroy Street, New¬ 
market, had spent £1,400 on toy 
trains and bought a Porsche and a 
Jaguar using company money, 
Ipswich Crown Court heard. 

He was caught by investigators 
from the Serious Fraud Office and 
appeared in court last week for 
sentence after changing his plea to 
guilty on charges of fraudulent 
trading. 

The court heard the shares in 
Globalcom Trading and Alternative 
Diesel Investments were sold over 
the telephone from so-called 
“boiler rooms” in Spain. 

Investors will not get their money 
back as the shares are worthless.

Scott has also been banned from 
being a company director for 12 
years. 

Nicholas Lobbenberg, prose¬ 
cuting, told the court Scott had 
been in control of Globalcom 
Trading when, in 2004, he arranged 


with a “boiler room” - a telephone 
share selling business - in Spain to 
market shares in the company. 

That netted £565,400, all from 
small investors. 

The following year, Scott made a 
further arrangement to sell shares 
in Alternative Diesel Investments 
in two blocks, one bringing in 
£311,500 and the second £2.6 
million, although it was accepted 
Scott had only been responsible for 
£1 million worth of that, said Mr 
Lobbenberg. 

Investigators calculated that 
Scott had personally received some 
£150,000 as a result of the frauds. 

In mitigation, Nigel Lithman said 
Scott had agreed to hand over 100 
per cent of the proceeds from the 
sale of the Alternative Diesel 
Investments' shares to the “boiler 
room” operators because he had 
failed to pay the commission on 
the Globalcom Trading share sales. 

Scott, who was living on state 
benefits and had no assets left, had 
trained and qualified as a chartered 
accountant. 

In 1976 he set up his own 
practice, Scott and Co.

Everyone's Welcome 
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Crash pilot’s family expected 
to attend special ceremony

RELATIVES of a young pilot 
killed in a crash at Newmarket 
more than 50 years ago have 
been traced. 

Royal British Legion officials 
wanted to find the family of 
Flying Officer J D Hammett in 
time for a ceremony to re¬ 
dedicate the headstone on his 
grave in Haverhill cemetery. 

Now, members of his family 
who live in the London area 
have been traced and have 
said they will attend the 
ceremony at the end of this 
month. 

The young RAF pilot died, 
together with his second crew 
member, in a crash on August 
10,1956-his 23rd birthday. 

His jet fighter is believed to 
have hit a tree while he was 
trying to land at Newmarket 
airfield while he was serving 
with 89 Squadron. 

Brian Thomas, president of 
Haverhill Royal British Legion, 
has spent nearly two years 
arranging for a new headstone 
for the pilot’s grave, which is 
among war graves in the 
town’s cemetery. 

The old stone had 
deteriorated badly and has 
now been replaced with the 
agreement of the War Graves 
Commission. 

Mr Thomas said: “I wasn’t 
sure whether we would get any 
of his family here but we’re 
expecting about half a dozen 
people from London. He has 


brothers and sisters who are 
still alive. 

“I’m absolutely chuffed by 
the number of people who 
have phoned me.” 

Mr Thomas had been trying 
for the past two months to 
make contact with the family. 

He said he hoped the family 
might be able to shed some 
light on why Flying Officer 


Hammett was buried among 
graves of Second World War 
servicemen at Haverhill 
cemetery. It is thought that he 
was flying from RAF Stradi- 
shall at the time of the crash. 

The ceremony, which will 
be attended by local ex- 
service groups, will be held at 
2.30pm on Saturday, February 
27. 


Cash concerns 
over free care 
for pensioners 


GOVERNMENT proposals to 
provide free care to pen¬ 
sioners who currently face 
having to sell their homes to 
pay for it have come under 
fire from a leading coun¬ 
cillor. 

Cllr Colin Noble, Suffolk County 
Council’s portfolio holder for 
adult personal care, said the 
proposals were “ill and hastily 
conceived” and did not address 
the problems highlighted in the 
Government’s Green Paper on the 
issue. 

Cllr Noble, a Conservative who 
lives at Kentford, near New¬ 
market, and represents the 
Rowheath division of villages 
between Mildenhall and 
Newmarket, said: “While Suffolk 
County Council welcomes any 
additional central government 
funding being invested into the

personal care of vulnerable adults 
with high care needs who want to 
live in their own homes, it has 
serious concerns with the 
substance of this proposal. 

“Why is the Government taking 
this course of action at this time 
outside and separate from the 
need to address the long-term 
funding of all adult care as set out 
in the Green Paper published for 
consultation last year? 

“The critical issue facing 
thousands of families in this 
country now and in the future is 
how do they afford to pay for long 
term residential and nursing care 
without having to sell their homes 
to do so?” 

He said councils faced making 


extensive cuts to save the money 
needed to pay for the extra 
services which will only be part- 
funded by the Government. 

“The financial implications for 
Suffolk County Council means 
that with its full-year Government 
grant allocation of £6.516 million, 
it is required to identify and 
realise cashable efficiency savings 
of £3.875 million, to make avail¬ 
able £10.391 million for free home 
care,” he said. 

“We estimate that providing a 
free service to those people who 
currently arrange their home care 
themselves and pay for it in full 
together with the loss of income 
from those people for whom 
Suffolk County arranges their care 
will be well in excess of this total 
meaning that the council will 
have to find further savings. 

“This just does not make 
sense.”

Charity helpline 
wins top award 


A HELPLINE which 
gives support to 
workers in New¬ 
market's horse racing 
industry has won a 
top national award.

More than 200 callers 
have used the service. 

Terri Griffiths, head of 
welfare at the Newmarket- 
based charity, said:

are here for them 365 days 
a year too. 

“Winning the Telephone 
Helplines Association’s 
New Helpline of the Year 
Award is a great endorse¬ 
ment. I know we’ve made 
a huge impact on the 
communities we serve, 
but due to the confidential 
nature of our work, the 
vital service we provide is 


frequently below the radar 
to many racing industry 
people. To be 

acknowledged in this way 
is fantastic for the welfare 
team and the charity as a 
whole. We are truly 
delighted.” 

She said: “We receive 
calls that may affect 
groups of people such as 
the tragedy in Malton - 
when two young jockeys 
died in a fire - but most of 
our calls provide support 
to individuals, including 
potential suicides and 
self-harm incidents. 

“One instance that 
springs to mind is of a 
series of calls we received 
late at night from a retired, 
widowed stable lad who felt 
scared, lonely and isolated. 

“We provided a friendly, 
supportive, non-judg- 
mental voice on the other 
end of a telephone line. 
Just talking through his 
fears till dawn made all of 
the difference to him.”

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OCD sufferer Joanne has 
learned to face her fears 


S tanding at the top 
of the stairs, her 
head spinning, 
Joanne Limburg was 
literally frozen with 
fear. Heavily pregnant, 
she couldn’t face 
taking a single step: 
terrifying thoughts 
and visions whizzing 
round her head, she 
was convinced she 
was about to fall... 

“I was backed into a 
corner and I was terrified,” 
remembers Joanne. “My 
mind was just running 
away with me: I was 
plagued by all these awful 
thoughts. 

“I was petrified of falling 
down the stairs. I thought I 
was going to choke if I ate 
anything. I thought there 
might be a fire in the 
house and Id get trapped . 

“And I had all these 
crazy visions: I remember 
being in the car with my 
mum and locking the door 
because I had this 
incredibly clear vision of 
throwing myself out while 
we were going along the 
motorway. 

“It might sound 
ridiculous, but the more 
you think about 
something, the more real it 
feels. And the more real it 
feels, the more frightening 
it becomes; you’re trapped

where I just couldn’t cope. 

I couldn’t cope at all.” 

Although she didn’t 
know it at the time, Joanne 
was battling the symptoms 
of Obsessive Compulsive 
Disorder, known simply as 
OCD. A mental illness 
which affects a staggering 
1.8 million people in the 
UK alone, it is 
characterised by a 
combination of obsessions 
and compulsions. 

“I think there’s a 
perception that OCD is all 
about washing your hands 
and checking things over 
and over again; in fact, 
there’s a lot more to it than 
that,” says Joanne. “It’s 
disabling.” 

To see Joanne now, 
chatting in the sitting 
room of her Cambridge 
home, it’s clear her life has 
changed almost beyond 
recognition. In the six and 
a half years since her son 
was born, she has been 
both diagnosed with and 
undergone treatment for 
OCD - and the quality of 
her life has soared. 

“I am a lot happier,” says 
the mum, with a smile. 

“My life had become so 
restricted; it had become 
very small. Nowadays I’m 
able to travel and go out in 
the evenings and take my 
child out on my own: I’ve 
got so much of my life 


back. 

“And I’ve stopped 
beating myself up about 
the things I find difficult. 
I’ve accepted that I’m 
never going to jump in the 
deep end of a swimming 
pool and, quite possibly 
I’m never going to drive. I 
also don’t play the cello, 
but it’s OK - that’s just me.” 

To mark National OCD 
Week which has just 
ended, Joanne decided to 
speak out about her 
illness. In fact, an award¬ 
winning poet, she has just 
penned a memoir on the 
subject - The Woman Who 
Thought Too Much: My Life 
With Obsessive Compulsive 
Disorder. It will hit 
bookstores nationwide in 
April (published by 
Atlantic, it’s priced £14.99). 

“I developed symptoms 
of OCD when I was about 
11 but it was more than 20 
years before I got a 
diagnosis,” Joanne 
explains. “I was appalled to 
realise there must be so 
many other people out 
there in a similar situation, 
knowing that something’s 
wrong, but not knowing 
what it is. “And I really 
wanted to do something 
about that, to raise 
awareness.” 

Admitting she’s a little 
nervous about giving an 
interview - it’s the first 
time she’s ever spoken 
publicly about OCD - 
Joanne says she believes 
the subject is still taboo. 


“I still find myself 
struggling with that,” she 
explains. “When people 
ask what I’m working on at 
the moment I say it’s a 
memoir; I put off saying 
what it’s about. It’s really 
really irrational - I’ve just 
written 320 pages on the 
subject!” 

Joanne says she first 
showed signs of OCD 
when she started at 
secondary school. 

Growing up in North 
London, part of a large yet 
close-knit family she 
remembers her home life 
as very happy. But, bullied 
by her peers, she says 
school was hard from the 
start. 

“I was precocious; I 
didn’t like the same things 
as the other kids,” says 
Joanne. “Looking back I 
think the OCD could have 
been triggered by the 
bullying: when I started at 
secondary school I 
became very frightened of 
going up and down the 
stairs and I started 
manically unplugging 
things too. 

“One of the worst things 
was having to leave my 
shoes outside the gym 
when we went in for 
assembly; we all had to 
leave our shoes outside. I 
got so worried about not 
being able to find my 
shoes again, or taking 
someone else’s, or 
someone else taking mine: 
I started worrying about it

stories first 
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before I even got to 
school.” 

Despite her anxiety, 
Joanne was very bright 
and excelled academically: 
on leaving school, she won 
a place at King’s College, 
Cambridge, where she 
studied philosophy. 

“Not the best subject for 
an over-thinker,” laughs 
Joanne. “The expression 
we use is rumination: 
thinking over and over 
something, without ever 
getting anywhere.” 

A perfectionist - 
another symptom, it 
transpires, of OCD - 
Joanne says her time at 
university was tough. In 
such a highly pressured 
environment, she was 
more determined than 
ever to get everything just 
right; in fact, she was 
aiming for the 
unattainable. 

“I managed to make it 
to the end of the three 
years and get a degree, 
just. But I was absolutely 
exhausted, kind of broken, 
I think. My self-esteem 
was the lowest it’s ever 
been. That’s not what 
university is supposed to 
do.” 

Ever since a teacher 
recognised her writing 
talent aged 9, Joanne had 
dreamed of becoming a 
published poet. But, on 
leaving university, she says 
she lacked the confidence 
to pursue that dream. 

Moving from one 
temporary job to another, 
before doing an MA 
(“studying felt safe”), 
Joanne says she “felt 
totally stuck”. “I was in my 
early 20s and I hadn’t had 
a relationship at all, which 
I felt very ashamed about,” 
she adds. 

Spurred on by “a bout of 


impatience”, Joanne 
decided to do something 
radical. Relocating to 
Scotland, she took a 
creative writing course 
and began sending her 
poems to publishers: as a 
result she won an award 
(through which she met 
her now-husband) and 
had two volumes of poetry 
published by Bloodaxe. 

Then, in the space of 
just 12 months, five 
members of Joanne’s 
family died one after the 
other, including her dad, 
who suffered a heart 
attack. 

Moving back to 
Cambridge in the late 
1990s to be with her 
husband, Joanne says his 
support has been 
invaluable. “Having OCD 
doesn’t just restrict your 
life, it restricts the lives of 
the people around you,” 
she adds. “We would, for 
example, have travelled a 
lot more if it wasn’t for the 
OCD.” 

Joanne’s illness is, she 
explains, very much 
focused on a fear of bad 
things happening - 
whether those things are 
big, like being run over, or 
small, like not being able 
to find her school shoes. 

Things came to a head, 
she continues, when she 
and her husband decided 
to start a family. After a 
“shattering” miscarriage, 
she fell pregnant with her 
son; weighed down by a 
tremendous sense of 
responsibility, Joanne says 
the world became a scarier 
and scarier place. 

Finally consulting her 
GR Joanne was put on 
anti-depressants. “That 
did help,” she says. “It’s like 
the OCD becomes 
someone who’s banging 


on the door in the next 
room: it’s still there, but 
not right in your face.” 

A formal diagnosis 
followed a year or so later. 
In constant fear for her 
son - to the point where 
she couldn’t bath him in 
case he drowned, or wean 
him in case he choked on 
solids - Joanne says she 
was frightened to tell the 
doctor how she was 
feeling. 

“I was worried about 
social services stepping in 
and taking him away,” she 
explains. “But when I did 
tell the GP and the health 
visitor they were so 
supportive: the first thing 
they said was: ‘We know 
you’re a good mum’.” 

Prescribed new 
medication and a course 
of behavioural therapy, 
Joanne’s health started to 
improve. 

“Realising it was an 
illness, there was a name 
for it and it wasn’t my fault 
made a huge difference. 
And the therapy helped 
me to challenge my 
thoughts, to see them 
more as thoughts and less 
as reality.” 

Set a whole series of 
challenges, like bathing 
her baby and taking him 
out in the buggy alone, 
Joanne began to push 
herself to feel the fear and 
do it anyway. 

“It makes you realise 
that you can put yourself 
in a situation that makes 
you anxious and it won’t 
kill you,” adds Joanne. 
“That’s not to say it’s easy, 
because it’s not. But, over 
time, it does get easier. 
There definitely is light at 
the end of the tunnel: it 
might not be a painless 
process, but you really can 
get your life back” 


OCD - the facts 


□ OCD - Obsessive Compulsive Disorder - 
affects an estimated 1.8 million people in the 
UK. 

□ The condition is characterised by the 
presence of obsessions or compulsions. 

□ Obsession is defined as a persistent thought, 
image or urge that just pops into your mind and 
triggers distress. They are frequent, unwanted 
and difficult to control or get rid of. 

□ Compulsions are acts that you repeat over 
and over again in response to an obsessive 
thought. 

□ According to the World Health Organisation, 
OCD is among the top 10 most disabling 
illnesses. 


□ There is a 12-year delay, on average, 
between the onset of OCD and getting treatment 
for the condition; people are often afraid to seek 
help. 

□ OCD is believed to be equally common 
among men and women. 

□ The exact cause of OCD is unknown, but 
experts believe the condition can be triggered 
by dramatic life events. 

□ There are two main treatments for OCD: 
Cognitive Behaviour Therapy (CBT) and 
medication.

A BROTHER and sister who took 
part in a vicious gang attack on a 
young partygoer have been spared 
prison. 

Thomas and Jodie Cavey joined a group of 
revellers at a party at the derelict Soham 
bypass motel who were attacking Benjamin 
Neil, 21, Cambridge Crown Court was told. 

The court was told the sustained assault 
left Mr Neil with cuts to his left eyebrow and 
cheek after he was kicked repeatedly on the 
ground by up to six people. 

He was also pelted with bottles 
throughout the attack at the party organised 
by the former owners of the former Soham 
Lodge Hotel on June 19 last year. 

The trouble had flared following an 
argument between 18-year-old Jodie Cavey 
and Mr Neil. 

A 17-year-old youth, who cannot be 
named for legal reasons, then punched Mr 
Neil in the head before Jodie’s 25-year-old 
brother Thomas weighed in with further 
blows. 

All three defendants later admitted taking 
part in the attack, but denied throwing any 
bottles. 

Only Jodie, of High Street, Ashley, near 
Newmarket, confessed to kicking Mr Neil 
while he was on the floor. 

Theresa Hay, mitigating for Jodie Cavey, 
said: “She accepts that when she saw him on 
the ground, she lost her temper and became 
involved. 

“But it is wholly out of character for her to 
be involved in offending of any nature.” 

However, the kicking of the defenceless 
Mr Neil was the reason Judge Anthony Bate 
decided she had committed the “worst” 
offence and ordered her to complete 240 
hours of unpaid work in the community as 
part of an 18-month supervision order. 

He also imposed a six-month detention 
order suspended for 12 months. 

Thomas Cavey, of Westgate Street, Bury St 
Edmunds, was given a six-month prison 
sentence suspended for 18 months. He was 
also given an 18-month supervision order, in 
which he will undergo a six-month alcohol 
rehab course and a four-month night 
curfew. 

The 17-year-old, from Fordham, was 
ordered to complete 100 hours of 
community service as part of a 12-month 
supervision order.

No extra time given for 
decision of 1,200 homes 


A DECISION on plans to build 1,200 
new homes will now be taken at the 
end of March after councillors 
refused to give more time to 
consider the scheme. 

Members of Forest Heath District 
Council’s planning committee have 
decided that normal time limits should be 
applied to Lord Derby’s proposals to 
develop 160 acres of his land at 
Newmarket. 

It means that councillors will decide 
whether to grant planning permission at 
the end of March. Council planners had 
suggested that the time limit could be 
extended to the end of May, with the 
agreement of Lord Derby’s consultants. 

They argued that by the end of May the 
council should have received a planning 
inspector’s report on the council’s core

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strategy for the next 21 years which 
includes the development of north-east 
Newmarket - the area which includes Lord 
Derby’s Hatchfield farm. 

But councillors have said the decision 
on Lord Derby’s planning application 
should be taken by the end of March. 

Members of all political groups on the 
county, Conservative, Liberal Democrat 
and independent, voted to stick to the 
normal three-month time scale for major 
developments. 

Cllr Ian Radford, Liberal Democrat, 
called for the normal time limit to apply. 

He said that even if the time limit was 
extended to the end of May, the council 


would not have completed its consider¬ 
ation of “site specific” developments under 
its local development framework. 

“I’m not commenting on the Hatchfield 
farm development itself at this stage - just 
the process by which it is handled,” he 
said. 

“As part of the LDF (local development 
framework) there is a process called a 
statement of community involvement and 
the consultation period for that will not 
have come to an end by the end of May.” 

An earlier decision date could give 
councillors reasons for rejecting the 
scheme on the grounds that it is premature 
if development policies have not been set. 

Cllr Radford said: “We didn’t ask the 
applicant to put his application in now. 
Until we know what the inspector says we 
don’t know what development policies 
will apply.”

Council tax rise of 
2.97% put forward 

COUNCIL tax is set to rise by just under 
three per cent to pay for district services. 
Forest Heath District Council’s corporate 
services committee is recommending a 
rise of 2.97 per cent for average band D 
properties. 

The committee has shaved the rise down 
from a previously proposed three per 
cent by “paper transactions” between 
different funds it holds. 

The increase, due for approval by the full 
council next Wednesday, will mean that a 
householder with a band D property will 
pay £137.43 a year - up from £133.46 in 
the current financial year.

Star status for council 

SUFFOLK council has been listed as a

The Best Companies organisation 
established the accreditation award 
scheme to acknowledge excellence in the 
workplace. Based on staff feedback, it 
looks at employee engagement as an 
integral part of a company’s success and 
growth and sets a benchmark for other 
employers. 

Chief executive of the council, Andrea 
Hill, said, “Being recognised as one of 
only three councils nationally to get star 
status is a fantastic achievement.” 


Abortive shake-up 
plan ‘waste of cash’ 


THOUSANDS of pounds 
have been spent on an 
abortive exercise to try to 
reorganise councils in 
Suffolk. 

The Government announced last 
week it would not be changing the 
current set-up of councils in Suffolk 
after a controversial review by the 
Boundary Committee. 

The committee had suggested 
either a single council for the whole 
county or a separate unitary council 
for the Ipswich and Felixstowe 
areas, with another council covering 
the rest of the county. 

The proposals were opposed by 
some of the existing councils, inc¬ 
luding Forest Heath, which covers 
Newmarket, and St Edmundsbury, 
which includes Haverhill. 

They spent thousands of pounds 
on legal challenges to the Boundary 
Committee’s plans and argued that 
the public should have the chance 
to consider proposals for separate 
west and east Suffolk councils. 

Now the Government has asked 
the councils to come up with their 
own solution based on a “county¬ 
wide convention”. 

Council leaders including Cllr 
Geoffrey Jaggard, from Forest 
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Heath, and Cllr John Griffiths, from 
St Edmundsbury, welcomed the 
Government announcement but 
deplored the waste of time and 
money on the review. 

They said: “We were never against 
unitary councils and now we have 
been given the chance to have our 
say, in an equal partnership among 
all the councils in Suffolk. 

“Meanwhile, we will continue to 
work together to provide efficient 
services for residents - as we have 
been throughout this farce. 

“The Boundary Committee 
botched their job by recommending 
two unworkable and unpopular 
options, so we are not surprised that 
the Government has decided not to 
make any decision in Suffolk. 

“It is a shame they were not able 
to choose the three unitary 
solutions that we proposed. 

“However, given budgetary con¬ 
straints and our commitment to 
share services wherever possible, 
this could be the best solution in the Reaction: Cllrs John Griffiths, left, and Geoffrey Jaggard are pleased by the announcement but say

A VEHICLE fitted with 
equipment to detect 
heat escaping from 
homes is being used to 
help householders 
save money. 

The detector vehicle 
has been in the Forest 
Heath district since 
Monday after a pre¬ 
vious visit in Dec¬ 
ember. 

The unique Heat- 
Seekers vehicle, with 
state of the art tech¬ 
nology - developed 
and mobilised by the 
Energy Saving Part¬ 
nership - uses thermal 
imaging technology 
and has so far 
identified 3,586 prop¬ 
erties that may benefit 
from improved insu¬ 
lation. 

Operating at night, 
during the colder 
months, the vehicle 
has the ability to assess 
up to 1,000 properties 
an hour. 

The thermal-imag¬ 
ing technology high¬ 
lights where heat is 
escaping from a prop¬ 
erty and identifies 
whether it would 
benefit from further 
insulation. 

Once the area has 
been imaged, a ded¬ 
icated team of energy 


advisers carry out free 
surveys, talk to local 
residents about how 
they can improve 
insulation and take 
action to reduce both 
their energy bills and 
carbon footprint. 

Cllr Tony Simmons, 
Forest Heath District 
Council’s member 
champion for the 
environment said: “As 
part of our commit¬ 
ment to Suffolk, 
Creating the Greenest 
County, we are work¬ 
ing with HeatSeekers 
to help our residents 
identify if they can 
reduce the amount of 
heat being lost from 
their home and access 
funding to be able to 
do so. 

“This is a great 
scheme which aims to 
cover the whole dis¬ 
trict over this and next 
winter.” 

This service is not 
paid for by the council 
and can often lead to 
homeowners receiving 
discounted energy sav¬ 
ing measures.

Seatbelts 
crackdown 
by police 

A POLICE crackdown on 
motorists and passengers 
who do not wear seatbelts 
has been taking place this 
week. 

Suffolk police have been 
carrying out checks, which 
include the use of appro¬ 
priate children’s seats and 
belts. 

It is part of a European 
campaign which is backed by 
television advertising. 

Chief Inspector Mike 
Bacon, from Suffolk Roads 
Policing Unit, said: “It is 
difficult to understand why 
people don’t wear seatbelts. 

“It is a simple task that 
should be part of a routine 
before starting up a vehicle 
and can mean the difference 
between life and death. 

“Regardless of the length of 
the journey both drivers and 
passengers must wear a 
seatbelt. Any motorist not 
wearing one can expect to be 
stopped and prosecuted.” 

Motorists caught without a 
seatbelt were being given an 
instant fixed penalty notice of 
£30 and could face a fine of 
up to £500. 

During a similar enforce¬ 
ment campaign, in February 
last year, Suffolk police issued 
235 fixed penalty tickets - 
equivalent to nearly 34 a day.

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Shingai’s rainbows leading the 
way to recovery - and stardom 


Shingai Shoniwa of The Noisettes tells JENNIFER SHELTON about a year of triumph and 
heartache - and the road ahead. 


I T’S 8.30am in LA when I call 
Shingai Shoniwa, singer, bassist 
and glamorously alternative 
frontwoman of pop trio the Noisettes. 

Despite the early hour, and some kind of 
crisis in the bathroom which I can hear 
unfolding in the background (“Things are... 
falling!” she explains after breaking off from 
our conversation for a full five minutes to 
attend to it), the 28-year-old is geared up and 
eager to chat about her upcoming UK tour. 

“Oh my God, Cambridge is a wicked place 
to play,” she enthuses, now settled at the 
phone. “I loved it the last time we played. 

Every time we’ve played at Cambridge it’s 
been amazing. It’s a really rich, musical town.” 

Shingai is currently in the US promoting the 
band’s latest album, Wild Young Hearts, which 
was released in the UK last spring and hit the 
States in the autumn. 

“I’ve been doing a lot of promo out here - 
the campaign is still in its adolescence and 
there’s some exciting stuff happening. We’ve 
got Estelle and Wale doing a remix of Don’t 
Upset the Rhythm, where they both do a rap 
on it, and it’s doing quite well on the radio.” 

Many would agree the band is doing rather 
better than “quite well”. Over the past year, the 
funky trio have exploded onto the music 
scene, with hits such as Don’t Upset the 
Rhythm (Go Baby Go) and Never Forget You 
marking them out as something that bit 
different from the usual manufactured pop acts 
of today. The Noisettes are pop with an edge - 
their 1960s-inspired sound carrying punchy 
punk overtones, brought together by Shingai’s 
astonishing voice, which has been compared 
to the likes of Dusty Springfield and Billie 
Holiday. 


Yet for the band it’s been a long journey to 
the top. They formed in 2003 when Shingai 
and guitarist Dan Smith, whom she knew from 
drama school, hooked up with drummer 
Jamie Morrison. Playing in London pubs and 
clubs, they built up a following. 

“For me, it feels like it’s been quite an 
organic process,” says Shingai. “It’s not like 
we came out of nowhere from some kind of X 
Factor egg or something like that. 

“Our first album, although it wasn’t that 
commercially successful, did really well in 
terms of introducing people to a pop sound 
that can bring lots of people together from lots 
of different areas of 
music. 

“I feel like I’m still 
climbing, to be quite 
honest. It’s been 
fantastic to see the 
audiences grow. It’s hard to 
enjoy those things if you 
haven’t played at the pubs and 
the unis and the working men’s clubs 
and the weddings... All the different live 
experiences I’ve had make me appreciate it 
more.” 

After years spent just outside the spotlight, 
Shingai and the band were delighted when one 
of their songs was picked by Mazda for a 
large-scale advertising campaign early in 
2009. The ad, which featured a shiny lime- 
green Mazda 2 skimming playfully across a 
kaleidoscopic floor to the beats of Don’t Upset 
The Rhythm, was broadcast around the world, 
introducing the then little-known trio to a mass 


commercial audience. 

The single, from the band’s second album, 
Wild Young Things, reached the number 2 spot 
in the UK singles charts. Sell-out tours, a set at 
Glastonbury and collaborations with some of 
the 


biggest names in music followed. 

Yet Shingai had her own personal battles to 
fight as the success of The Noisettes grew. 

The band finally on the ascent, while recording 
their second album, Shingai received a call to 
say her mother had developed breast cancer. 

“It was very, very scary,” she admits. “I 
wanted the music to be part of her repair, like: 
‘OK, we can do this, we can fight this’. 

“She went into her first stage of remission a 
few months ago, so that’s fantastic. She’s 
getting better and the music’s going to carry 
on painting the sky like a rainbow, you know?” 
Shingai’s family has been a huge part of her 
musical education and 
supported her fully on 
her rise to stardom. 

“My mum’s always 
had really brilliant, cool 
music taste. She used to 
put on nights with my uncle 
and promote bands from 
around the world, particularly South 
East Africa, at the Africa Centre in London. 

“If I got back from school there could be 
anything on from Nina Simone, Grace 
Jones, Bob Marley, David Bowie... she was 
always into pop music that pushed the 
envelope a little bit - or a lot, actually. It felt 
really exciting at the time. I’ve never doubted 
the power of music to bring people together, 
and I’m really glad to be part of the 
renaissance of that.” 

Growing up in such a musical environment, 
Shingai began singing early and had soon 
caught a taste for performing. Today, The 


Noisettes’ live shows feature an explosive mix 
of music and drama. 

“I feel quite at home on stage, and I like to 
make people feel part of the stage. I never 
want to take a performance experience for 
granted.” 

Shingai trained with a London youth theatre 
and is also a proficient gymnast. She even 
dabbled in circus skills as a teenager. So, can 
we expect any glamorous stunts from 
Shingai’s visit to Cambridge? 

“Well... I’ll have to say watch this space 
really! I’m definitely adding a new level to the 
performance experience every time.” 

Shingai has toured and performed with 
some of the industry’s biggest names - from 
Muse to Dizzee Rascal, all of whom she feels 
put an emphasis on performance. 

Despite being surrounded by other talented 
musicians, Shingai is determined to keep true 
to her own style. 

“I find it weird when people deliberately hunt 
for and pick up on things that other people are 
doing. I think there’s one thing to being 
inspired and there’s another thing to taking 
elements of what someone else does. 

“I think what makes pop music more 
interesting is that people like me and Paloma 
and Adele are all really different from each 
other. But one thing me and P have in 
common is that we really relish and will go the 
length regarding performance. I think 
performance is often lost so I respect anyone 
who’s making that important.”

friend Arthur Crabtree. 

In fact all the characters are 
compulsive viewing, 
producing a seamless 
evening’s entertainment, 
which although 50 years back 
in time, has, with the hilarity, 
a poignancy for today. 

The three girlfriends in the 
life of Billy, are all so very 
contrasting, from the 
conventional and orange¬ 
eating Barbara, played by 
Fern Wareham, to the brazen 
Rita (Vicky Ward) and the 
almost hippie style of the 
confident and sophisticated 
Liz (Stella Frangleton). 

The Northern accents of the 
cast never falter throughout, 
nor does the momentum, and 
it is wonderful to see this 
young cast, performing in 
some cases characters well 
beyond their years. 

We must never forget what 
goes on behind the scenes 
with all productions at The 
King’s, and with the Young 
NOMADS, this is no exception 
with the young people taking 
on everything from the 
masterful stage management 
by Julian Bruton through to the 
lighting box, the props, etc. 

The play loses nothing, from 
the production I saw way 
back in the 60s at the ADC 
Theatre in Cambridge and 
Wallace Wareham has 
created a production, of 
which he and his company 
can take great credit. 


CHART-topping boy band 
Westlife will be 
performing at this 
summer’s concerts at 
Newmarket racecourse.

PERCY JACKSON & THE

YOU wait years for an all-action 
adventure inspired by Greek 
mythology, and then two come 
along. 

Next month promises the remake 
of the 1981 sword and sandals 
epic Clash Of The Titans, replacing 
Ray Harryhausen’s beloved stop- 
motion animated monsters with a 
miasma of digitally rendered 
beasties. 

Here, Percy Jackson & The 
Lightning Thief juxtaposes the very 
same battle of the Gods on Mount 
Olympus, and the exploits of a 
teenage boy destined for 
greatness, based on the first of five 
books by Rick Riordan. 

Chris Columbus, who directed the 
first two Harry Potter films, is a 
safe pair of hands behind the 
camera of this big budget 
extravaganza, seamlessly melding 



live action and CGI. 

The similarities with JK Rowling’s 
boy wizard are evident: a 
tormented hero oblivious to his 
noble bloodline; a brainy female 
sidekick and a wise-cracking best 
friend who accompany the hero on 
his quest; a Half Blood camp 
where the protagonists hone their 
skills; and benevolent centaurs and 
other magical creatures. 
Screenwriter Craig Titley tries to 
distance the characters from the 
students of Hogwarts by upping 
the ages in the book from 12 to 17, 
thereby introducing some 
additional growing pains. 

Percy Jackson (Lerman) is 
struggling at high school and 
rowing constantly with his mother 
Sally (Keener), who has married a 
loser called Gabe (Pantoliano). 
During a visit to a museum, the 


troubled teenager learns a 
shocking secret - he is the son of 
Poseidon (McKidd), god of the sea, 
and a war is brewing because Zeus 
(Bean) believes - quite wrongly - 
that Percy has stolen his lightning 
bolt. 

Moreover, best friend Grover 
(Jackson) is a weird man-goat 
hybrid: “The politically correct term 
is Satyr,” retorts Grover, charged 
with protecting Percy from evil. 
Spirited away to Camp Half Blood, 
Percy begins his training with 
centaur Chiron (Brosnan) and the 
other demi-god children including 
Annabeth (Daddario), daughter of 
Athena, and Luke (Abel), son of 
Hermes. 

When Hades (Coogan) enslaves 
Percy’s mother and promises her 
safe return in exchange for the 
stolen lightning bolt, the teenager 
embarks on a quest to the 
underworld accompanied by 
Grover and Annabeth, pitting the 
teenagers against fearsome 
adversaries. 

Percy Jackson & The Lightning 
Thief recalls Harry Potter And The 
Philosopher’s Stone, sacrificing in- 
depth characterisation for the sake 
of eye-popping thrills and a brisk 
pace.

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Cutting the confusion over 
colourful climbing clematis 


I love the huge flowers of 
hybrid clematis as they 
climb up trellis and 
fencing, or weave their way 
through less interesting 
shrubs, wrap themselves 
around tree trunks and 
scramble over old walls to 
create a burst of colour, 
often in shadier places. 

They make perfect companions 
entwined with deliciously scented 
climbing roses covering arches and 
pagodas in the romantic garden, or 
simply climbing up unsightly walls 
or fences. 

In fact, different types of clematis 
can provide you with flowers for 
most of the year. 

Yet, clematis are the climbers 
which cause the most confusion 
when it comes to pruning because 
there are three groups of them, and 
if you prune the wrong type at the 
wrong time you’ll ruin your 
chances for blooms this year. 

Group 1 clematis, which flower 
in spring, bloom on stems which 
grew the previous year and are 
generally pruned after flowering. 
They are often rampant growers 
with large numbers of relatively 
small flowers - C. macropetala and 
C.montana are well-known

examples. Prune them straight after 
flowering by clipping the 
sideshoots back to a few buds of 
the main framework. 

They should not be pruned in 
the winter, or you’ll cut off all the 
shoots and lose the new season’s 
flowers. 

Now is the time to prune 
summer-flowering clematis, the 
Group 2 types, which bloom on 
stems produced in the current 
season. They are pruned in late 
winter or early spring to remove 
much of last year’s growth. If left 
unchecked they will produce 
flowers, but they will tend to be at 
the end of the plant. 

Group 2 clematis include many 
of the large-flowered hybrids, 
including the most famous pink 
striped variety ‘Nelly Moser and the 
rich purple ‘The President’. 

The aim with pruning Group 2 


clematis is to retain a framework of 
old wood, and also to stimulate 
new shoots to maximise flowering 
throughout the season. 

Unless the plant already has 
three or four healthy stems growing 
from the base, all newly-planted 
clematis should be pruned back 
hard the first spring after planting. 
Cut back to just above a strong pair 
of leaf buds about 30cm above soil 
level. This will encourage multiple 
stems which can be trained into 
supports to give a good coverage. 

With established plants, remove 
dead or weak stems before growth 
begins, check individual stems 
from the top down until you reach 
a pair of healthy buds, and prune 
just above them, removing the 
spindly or damaged growth above. 
The ones that flower first in early 
summer, and again in late summer, 
need a tidy-up rather than a heavy 
prune. 

Those which must be pruned 
now are those which don’t start 
flowering until June, and keep go¬ 
ing until the autumn, as they make 
vigorous growth and only flower on 
the very ends of the shoots. 

They can be cut back to a pair of 
fresh green buds about 30cm in 
early spring, and then new growth 
tied into the supports. 

Some mid to late summer 
flowering clematis can be treated as

either Group 2 or Group 3, as 
desired, including‘Comtesse de 
Bouchaud’, ‘Gipsy Queen’ and 
‘Hagley Hybrid’. 

Group 3 are late summer and 
autumn-flowering clematis includ¬ 
ing viticella and texensis and some 
large-flowered types including 
‘Niobe’ and ‘Perle d’Azure’. They 
flower on both last year’s and the 
current season’s growth. 

In the first year, prune them back 
in late winter or early spring to the 
lowest pair of healthy-looking buds 
you can find, which will be about 
30-90cm above the ground. This 
may mean cutting off green, 
healthy shoots, but the plant will 
reshoot from the base and be better 
for it. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Iris reticulata 

This dainty little rockery iris may 
not last for long, but its rich 10cm 
flowers in shades of blue or maroon 
are a welcome respite from an 
often colourless scene at this time 
of year. The flowers appear weeks 
ahead of the grassy leaves, and 
bulbs should be planted in autumn 
in a sunny, well-drained spot, 
ideally a rockery or scree bed. Good 
hybrids include I. ‘Harmony’, which 
is rich blue, I. ‘Katharine Hodgkin’, 
which is pale blue veined, and I. 

‘J.S. Dijt’, which is purple.

THE Fiat Punto’s car horn has the 
beep that causes most stress to 
motorists, according to new 
findings out this week from AXA.

In a unique experiment, its horn 
had the most profound effect on 
people’s heart rate, skin con¬ 
ductance and brain activity - key 
stress indicators. 

The findings of the experiment 
kick off a wider ‘Respect on the 
Road’ campaign that will highlight 
the effect of disrespectful driving 
behaviours and encourage greater 
courtesy on British roads. The 
majority of drivers (79 per cent) 
feel there is a lack of respect on 
the roads today and nearly half 
(48 per cent) view a horn honked 
in anger as the second most 
disrespectful thing another driver 
could do to them. 

Travel writer Charley Boorman 
has been brought on board as the 
campaign’s ambassador and to 
urge people to air their views on 
the state of social behaviour on 


the roads today at 
www.axarespectontheroad.com. 

For the stress experiment, 
neuroscience specialists Mindlab 
connected participants to bio¬ 
metric monitoring equipment and 
recorded signals from their brains 
to show demands made on mem¬ 
ory and to determine the relative 
distraction of horns on the top 20 
best-selling cars. Following close 
behind the Fiat Punto on the 
stressful car horn scale was the 
Vauxhall Astra in second place 
and the Nissan Extra in third. 

Supporting research of 2,000 
UK adults has found that almost 
half (41 per cent) of drivers feel 
stressed when others use their 
horn and a further 54 per cent 
think people use their car horns 
inappropriately. The majority (59 
per cent) think this is because 


other drivers are too impatient and 
nearly half (48 per cent) think it is 
due to a lack of respect. 

Some 43 per cent of drivers say 
they have been a victim of road 
rage - the most common of these 
being a honk of the horn or hand 
gesture - and half of drivers have 
admitted to using their car horn in 
an aggressive manner. 

There is also a lack of know¬ 
ledge about when the car horn 
should be used on British roads. 
More than two thirds (69 per cent) 
of people do not know it is illegal 
to use the horn when the car is 
stationary, and almost a third (31 
per cent) wrongly thought they 
could use their horn in built-up 
areas during certain hours of the 
night. 

Experienced driver Charley 
Boorman, comments: “I’ve driven

on roads all over the world and 
have seen some of the best and 
worst driving you can imagine. 

“In Britain we may be known for 
politeness but one thing that 
drives me mad is inconsiderate 
motorists using their horn when¬ 
ever they feel like it. As the AXA 
campaign is trying to show; the 
horn is there for one reason - 
safety - not to make people’s 
commutes more stressful than 
they need to be.”

The Juke: Going lor a song 


Intriguing small new crossover expected to cost £13k

NISSAN is set to cash in on 
the growing clamour for 
small crossovers when it 
launches the stunning new 
fuke in October. 

The firm’s Qashqai crossover is 
a runaway bestseller, but the 
more modestly proportioned five- 
door Juke could exceed all sales 
expectations by muscling in on 
the trend for downsizing into 
more economical, planet-friendly 
motors. 

That is fantastic news for 
Britain - like the mid-sized 
Qashqai, it will be built at Nissan’s 
Sunderland plant in the North 
East. 

The Juke’s coupe-cum-sports 
utility vehicle (SUV) looks were 
created at the firm’s design centre 
in London, before going over to 
Japan for final fine-tuning, plus 
full engineering input. 

Nissan hasn’t yet released full 
Juke pricing or technical details, 
but expect to pay around £13,000 
for the starter model. That figure 
will also help the Juke see off a 
few Audi A1 supermini buyers, 
which will also cost from £13,000 
upwards when it launches here at 
around the same time as the Juke. 

It will get three engines at the 
outset, a 1.5-litre diesel, and two 
1.6-litre petrols, one of them 


turbocharged. Most models will 
be two-wheel drive, with the 
flagship automatic version of the 
petrol turbo model being offered 
with four-wheel ability. 

Nissan also claims that the 
boosted petrol engine provides 
the power and responses 
expected from a 2.5-litre engine, 
but with the economy of a smaller 
engine, and the Juke’s ’come-buy- 
me’ look is a tale of two halves. 

The small SUV’s bottom half is 
pure off-roader, with chunky 


wheels, wide tyres, higher ground 
clearance, and a purposeful 
stance. 

The top half is clearly 
cultivating the coupe effect, 
thanks to the Juke’s high 
waistline, side glass that slims 
down dramatically towards the 
rear, and a distinctly sporty, 
sloping roofline. 

Door handles at the rear are 
also inset in the upper frame to 
avoid breaking the car’s dynamic, 
flowing lines, and the cabin 
comes with a unique console 
design - it’s based on a 
motorbike’s fuel tank! 

Finished in a distinctive high 
gloss, the bike-like console also 
instills a strong fun element in the 
car, while the need for practicality 
hasn’t been forgotten. There’s 
good access for cargo through the 
hatchback door, and the luggage 
area has out-of-sight storage 
areas for more valuable items. 

Simon Thomas, Nissan’s 
European senior vice president 
for sales, says the Juke will join 
the big Murano and Focus-sized 
Qashqai to cement his firm’s 
position as the leading brand in 
the crossover market. 

Juke, incidentally, is a verb that 
means to move in a zig-zag 
fashion, but there should be be 
no zig-zagging by this Nissan in 
the sales charts - it’s a fair bet that 
it will simply go in a straight line 
to the top.
